$1.9 Billion Bill 
For Aid Passed 


Washington (UPI) — The 
Senate Ap p rop riations Com­ 
mittee Friday p assed a $1.9 
billion foreign aid money bill 
— the lowest in the p rogram’s 
21-y ear history — and sent 
it to the full Senate where 
swift ap p roval is ex p ected. 
The Senate measure was 
$313 million more than the 
House ap p roved but it w a s 
still S52 million below the 
amount authorized by Con­ 
gress earlier this y ear. 
The largest single addition

o ther .Americans. 
And y o u o wn the v aluable pro perty o nly as a m em ber 
o f what mig ht be called a federal trust. The pro perty , 
y o u see. is the newly created 58 ,000-acre Redwo o d Natio nal 
Park in No rthern Califo rnia, g iv en final clearance by Co n­ 
g ress: a week ag o 
Fo r the past to ur \ears. the estahlislimeiit o f this park 
has been the center o f a" co ntro v ersy bet\u’en co nserv atio nists 
and lumber interests. During this time, the size o f the 
park has rang ed Iro m a 28 .50(l-acre pro po sal to o ne co v ering 
90.IMHI acres. 
.\s usual, tiie final pro duct is a co mpro mise. It is a 
co mpro mise in o ther way s, to o , and includes a new appro ach 
to the iedf'ral g o v ernment’s metho d o f acquiring land it 
wants. 
★ 
As o f the date o f passag e, all 28,001) acres o f priv ately 
o wned land m the park became the pro perty o f the federal 
g o v ernment. The bill pro v ides that the g o v ernment no w 
pro ceeds to neg o tiate with the lumber co mpanies inv o lv ed 
fo r the price that will be paid fo r what has already been 
acquired. 
Failing in reach a settlement o n price, the priv ate o wners 
can appeal, but o nly thro ug h the Co urt o f Claims where 
no jury can be used. 
The park bill permits the g o v ernment to make a cash 
settlement o r to trade so me ex isting Fo rest Serv ice land 
fo r the new park land. This last feature has been v iewed 
with skepticism by co nserv atio nsists. 
Repo rtedly , 
the 
federal 
g o v ernment 
has 
lands 
in 
Califo rnia which it has no t dev lo ped and which, with the 
new park, will pro babh no t be needed. The impo rtant thing 
is that the g o v ernment no t trade away as much as it 
is g etting . 


★ 
AI no ho tly co ntested has been the metho d o f acquisitio n 
o f the priv ate land in the new park, by a declaratio n 
o f o wnership rather tiian the usual co ndemnatio n pro cedure. 
Co ng ress to o k this actio n in an effo rt to secure the park 
land ag ainst the threat o f inflatio n as a pro duct o f specula­ 
tio n. 
.Acco rding to the Interio r Department, the v alue o f the 
new park land already increased fro m $100 millio n in 
No v ember o f 19 6 7 to $117 millio n in May o f 19 6 8. 
No do ubt many citizens wo uld o bject to the metho d 
by which the federal g o v ernment has acquired this new 
park. It sho uld be remembered, ho wev er, that this is an 
actio n o n behalf o f all the peo ple o f the United States. 
This, after all, is what the federal g o v ernment is — 
a representativ e o f all the peo ple. To adequately pro tect 
the public interest o ften dictates a departure fro m the no rmal 
channels o f co mmerce. 


★ 
Califo rnians may find they hav e mo re to co mplain abo ut 
than any bo dy else. The o ther 27 ,500 acres in the park no w 
belo ng to the State o f Califo rnia, held in the fo rm o f scattered 
state parks. This land beco mes a part o f the new federal 
park o nly by do natio n fro m the state. 
No o ne has said what happens if Califo rnia refuses 
to do nate the land. But lo cal residents mig ht think they 
sho uld hav e been co mpensated fo r land that was o nce theirs 
and no w belo ng s to all the natio n. 
Califo rnians, ho wev er, will no t be sho rt-chang ed in the 
lo ng -run. This hug e new park will draw millio ns o f peo ple 
to a state which already can bo ast o f many attractio ns. 
It will pro v ide a beautiful setting ‘in which families, 
fo r instance, can spend an entire v acatio n. And o f co urse’ 
it will be mo re accessible to Califo rnians than to 
else.

Stabilization An indictment 


What many o f the sincere y o ung peo ple 
to day are talking abo ut can be fo und in 
the rather g ho ulish repo rt that Biafran 
deaths fro m starv atio n hav e been stabilized 
at 6 ,000 daily . Relativ ely speaking , the 
fig ure is an achiev ement because the death 
rate in the Nig erian rebel territo ry has 
been much hig her than that. 
But humanitarianly speaking , the fig ure 
is an atro city . A so ciety that can find any 
enco urag ement in the stabilizatio n o f such 
a thing as deaths fro m starv atio n has to 
hav e so mething wro ng with it. It isn't 
necessarily a sick so ciety , but it is certainly 
an ig no rant o ne. 
It is ig no rant o f the so cial, po litical 
and eco no mic so phisticatio n by which such 
a trag edy co uld be av o ided. It is ig no rant 
in its applicatio n o f a sense o f v alues by 
which life itself is g iv en a seco ndary ro le 


in the affairs o f men. 
To be sure, there are all so rts o f ex ­ 
planatio ns fo r the sad state o f affairs in 
Nig eria and there is little that can be do ne 
abo ut it by any natio n. But that is just 
the po int o f what the y o ung er dissidents 
are talking abo ut. 
While we may hav e no m eans at o ur 
dispo sal at the mo ment to so lv e such a 
pro blem as presented in Biafra, the pro b­ 
lem stands as an indictment o f the human 
race. What is essential is that we dev elo p 
a keener sense o f v alues and eng ag e in 
a dedicated search fo r the means by which 
the human suffering and misery in the 
wo rld can be allev iated. 
Civ ilizatio n has a v ery lo ng way to 
g o in its strug g le fo r real human dig nity 
but it will nev er g et there until it realizes 
just ho w far away it remains.
